It  should  be  remembered  that  the  salaries  of  the  draw- 
ing and  music  supervisors  is  for  part  time  work.  The 
fourth  column  shows  that  w^e  have  six  new  teachers,  three 
of  whom  had  no  previous  teaching  experience. 

The  cost  of  public  education  per  $1000  of  equalized 
valuation  for  the  state  as  given  by  the  State  Dept.  of 
Education  varies  from  $3.04  in  one  district  to  $23.48  in 
another.  It  is  $10.32  in  Antrim,  almost  exactly  half  way 
between  the  tw^o  districts  mentioned.  Sixty-four  cents  of 
this  came  from  state  aid,  so  that  the  cost  to  the  district

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was  $9.68  per  $1,000.  The  elementary  school  costs  vary 
from  $2.35  to  $18.88,  om'S  being  $6.14  per  $1,000.  The  high 
school  cost  in  the  state  varied  from  11  cents  to  $8.75;  om's 
was  $3.47  per  $1,000  valuation. 

The  secondary  school  report  from  the  state  depart- 
ment gives  some  interesting  data.  In  the  following  table

This  is  a  very  good  record,  as  we  fall  below  the  state 
average  in  only  two  particulars.  Our  failures  are  excep- 
tionally few,  two  percent  compared  with  12.8%  for  the 
state  average.  82%  of  those  who  entered  high  remained 
to  be  graduated  compared  with  63.5%  for  the  state. 

Our  poor  record  is  our  attendance  record.  I  suggest 
that  our  teachers  make  a  special  effort  to  improve  this 
record  and  that  the  parents  co-operate  heartily.  It  can 
be  done. 

One  test,  there  are  others  of  course,  of  the  efficiency 
of  a  high  school  is  the  standing  of  its  graduates  in  post 
secondary  institutions.  In  this  respect  we  stand  well  and 
have  been  improving.  There  are  33  schools  in  the  state 
classed  with  our  school  as  to  size,  and  the  relative  posi- 
tion of  our  graduates  among  the  graduates  of  these  33 
schools,  as  far  as  work  done  in  college  and  in  Normal 
School  is  concerned,  is  as  follows:
